FROM THE VICAR 


*We do- not know what happened when ■ 

Jesus Christ rose from the dead; that 
is God's ; ,secret. We do not know, that 
is, what happened to him, what change he underwent, what it was like far 
t rim to rise. We know sane of the things that happened to,his disciples, 
what he caused them to see, to touch and to hear. Ihrough the signs of 
his presence which he bestowed, he • made them. understand at least this 
about himself: the whole Jesus who-had lived’with them before his passion 
was alive again, and with them again; nothing had been lost where every¬ 
thing had been glorified* Austin Farrar writing about. Easter in 'The 
Crown of the Year*. 

Would you agree with the above ? What does Easter mean to you ? 
I suspect that few people think: of the real significance of Easter, and 
instead regard it as a welocme break in the cycle of living. A chance to 
get started on outdoor activities and hobbies and for'the lucky few even 
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a spring holiday. . But Easter is much more than that. First and foremost 
it is the- triumph of God over sin, suffering and death. It is the real¬ 
isation that Josus was not only man but God. If you are to appreciate 
this fact and live it out- in our daily lives then we must prepare and make 
ready, otherwise, it can so easily turn out to be just another, pleasant day. 
To help in this preparation we have the usual Lenten opportunities.: which 
are listed elsewhere. Do try and support them for they have much to offer. 
This year we have the addition of a thorough preparation- in Holy Week. 
Recently published by the Joint Liturgical Group is ’Holy Week Services* 
and these will form the basis of our worship. Each day has a theme, 
which should help ih'understanding the passion of our Lord and its 
implications. It is an imaginative experiment and one that deserves 
suooesso Holy week used this way should lead to a deeper understanding 
of that resurrection which Is the basis of'all that we'do. 


I end with another quotation from 
’Holy Week services*. 


. .. .. 'Any hope . of the majority even of .committed ...

Week course seems vain. This is why, though attention will be focused an 
different incidents each time, the whole of our redemption should be set 
forth in every single service.. Ihe primitive unity must always be kept in 
mind, and there is no reason for despair.

Because of the power cuts we have often 
found ourselves sitting in the dark until we 
fumbled about and found a candle. 

I hope that in March the cuts will have 
been stopped and that you'll find yourselves , 
with a few spare white wax candles, because 
apart from giving a warm soft • light, we can do 
many things with the wax.. 


Here are a few suggestions: 


Drawing with wax 



You will need .... some. paper , a wax candle, seme paint. 

First of all draw your picture or pattern (snowflakes 
look effective) on the paper. You can’t see where -you’ve drawn, 
so go carefully and press on hard When you've finished your- 
drawing, stroke paint all over your paper, covering your- drawing 
completely., You will find that your picture will stand out 
clearly, because, the water rolls off the' wax lines. 


•• If you’re older, or your-parents can help you* you can 
,..try-. some ^simple batik work , . 


. You will need .... a square of plain material, a dye,- 


v some wax candles, a small tin, an old painting brush. 

.First of ; all you make yourself a little heater by 
putting a candle stub in the bottom of your tin and 
punching holes near the base of the tin like this: . 







Now put a few bits of wax or some candle stubs an a tin li d and/.stand this 
over your little burner; they will melt quickly. 

On your square of material, draw a design in pencil starting from 
the centre growing out like some unusual flower. • -Put your material over 
a good thickness of newspaper, then paint' over your pencil lines with the 
hot wax.- The wax should seep into the material and through "bn to thb' 
paper. ■ : Work quickly -and make sure, your wax is hot.,- . - ; v;. . . 

When you have finished dye your piece of material and when itls dry- 
iron it carefully between sheets of newspaper until all the wax has melted 
out into the paper. You may then mount your material over some card¬ 
board, and you will have an unusual picture. 


Coloured Candles 


are quite expensive, but you can make your own by 
melting down a wax candle and dropping a coloured 
crayon into the wax to dye it. Get the wick out of 
the old white one because you’ll need it in the 
new coloured one. 


Pour the wax into a mould (old yoghourt cartons 
are good) and dangle the wick into the middle. 
When it’s set, cut off the yoghourt carton and 
you will have your coloured candle.
